BREAK-IN (RUNNING-IN) INFORMATION dations: 
FOR YOUR MOTORCYCLE 

The first 1600 km are the most important in 
the life of your motorcycle. Proper break-in 
operation during this time will help ensure 
maximum life and performance from your 
new motorcycle. Suzuki parts are manufac- 
tured of high quality materials, and 
machined parts are finished to close toler- 
ances. Proper break-in operation allows the 
machined surfaces to polish each other and 
mate smoothly. 


Motorcycle reliability and performance 
depend on special care and restraint exer- 
cised during the break-in period. It is espe- 
cially important that you avoid operating the 
engine in a manner which could expose the 
engine parts to excessive heat.

Install aerodynamic-affecting accesso- 
ries, such as a fairing, windshield, back- 
rests, saddlebags, and travel trunks, as 
low as possible, as close the motorcycle 
and as near the center of gravity as is 
feasible. Check that the mounting brack- 
ets and other attachment hardware are 
rigidly mounted. 

Inspect for proper ground clearance and 
bank angle. Inspect that the accessory 
does not interfere with the operation of 
the suspension, steering or other control 
operations. 

Accessories fitted to the handlebars or 
the front fork area can create serious 
stability problems. This extra weight will 
cause the motorcycle to be less respon- 
sive to your steering control. The weight 
may also cause oscillations in the front 
end and lead to instability problems. 
Accessories added to the handlebars or 
front fork of the motorcycle should be as 
light as possible and kept to a minimum. 
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Select an accessory which does not limit 
the freedom of rider movement. 

Select an electric accessory which does 
not exceed motorcycle's electrical sys- 
tem capacity. Severe overloads may 
damage the wiring harness or create 
hazardous situations. 

Do not pull a trailer or sidecar. This 
motorcycle is not designed to pull a 
trailer or sidecar.

Follow loading guidelines in this manual. 





This motorcycle is primarily intended to 


carry small items when you are not riding 
with a passenger. Follow the loading guide- 
lines below: 


Balance the load between the left and 
right side of the motorcycle and fasten it 
securely. 

Keep cargo weight low and as close to 
the center of the motorcycle as possible. 
Do not attach large or heavy items to the 
handlebars, front forks or rear fender. 

Do not install a luggage carrier or a lug- 
gage box protruding over the tail end of 
the motorcycle. 
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Do not carry any items that protrude over 
the tail end of the motorcycle. 

Check that both tires аге properly 
inflated to the specified tire pressure for 
your loading conditions. Refer to page 6- 
50. 

Improperly loading your motorcycle can 
reduce your ability to balance and steer 
the motorcycle. You should ride at 
reduced speeds, when you are carrying 
cargo or have added accessories. 


MODIFICATION 

Modification of the motorcycle, or removal of 
original equipment may render the motorcy- 
cle unsafe or illegal. 


Та Lg WING RECOMMENDATION ОЕ: 
MOTORCYCLE RIDERS 

Motorcycle riding is great fun and an excit- 
ing sport. Motorcycle riding also requires 
that some extra precautions be taken to 
ensure the safety of the rider and passen- 
ger. These precautions are: 


WEAR A HELMET 

Motorcycle safety equipment starts with a 
quality helmet. One of the most serious inju- 
ries that can happen is a head injury. 
ALWAYS wear a properly approved helmet. 
You should also wear suitable eye protec- 
tion. 


RIDING APPAREL 

Loose, fancy clothing can be uncomfortable 
and unsafe when riding your motorcycle. 
Choose good quality motorcycle riding 
apparel when riding your motorcycle. 
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RIDING CAPACITY 

Capacity of this motorcycle is limited to two 
persons only. Do not admit any riders if 
there's no seat available, nor load luggages 
in the space where there is no seat or load- 
ing platform. 


INSPECTION BEFORE RIDING 

Review thoroughly the instructions in the 
"INSPECTION BEFORE RIDING?” section of 
this manual. Do not forget to perform an 
entire safety inspection to ensure the safety 
of the rider and its passenger. 


FAMILIARIZE YOURSELF WITH THE 
MOTORCYCLE 

Your riding skill and your mechanical knowl- 
edge form the foundation for safe riding 
practices. We suggest that you practice 
riding your motorcycle in a non-traffic situa- 
tion until you are thoroughly familiar with 
your machine and its controls. Remember 
practice makes perfect. 
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Ride within the boundaries of your own skill 
at all times. Knowing these limits and stay- 
ing within them will help you to avoid acci- 
dents. 


BE EXTRA SAFETY CONSCIOUS ON 
BAD WEATHER DAYS 

Riding on bad weather days, especially wet 
ones, requires extra caution. Braking dis- 
tances double on a rainy day. Stay off the 
painted surface marks, manhole covers and 
greasy appearing areas as they can be 
especially slippery. Use extreme caution at 
railway crossings and on metal gratings and 
bridges. Whenever in doubt about road con- 
dition, slow down! 
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RIDE DEFENSIVELY 

The most common type of motorcycle acci- 
dent occurs when a car traveling towards a 
motorcycle turns round corner in front of the 
motorcyclist. Ride defensively. Wise motor- 
cyclist uses a strategy of assuming they are 
invisible to other drivers, even in broad day- 
light. Wear bright, reflecting clothing. Turn 
on the headlight and taillight every time even 
on a bright, sunny day to attract driver's 
attention. Do not ride in another driver's 
blind spot. 
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Read and follow all the labels on the motor- 
cycle. Make sure you understand all of the 
labels. Do not remove any labels from the 
motorcycle. 
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SERIAL NUMBER LOCATION

used to register the motorcycle. They are 
also used to assist your dealer when order- 
ing parts or referring to special service infor- 
mation.

If the motorcycle falls down, turn the 
ignition switch off immediately. Ask your 
authorized Suzuki dealer to inspect the 
motorcycle for unseen damage. 











Stop the motorcycle and place it on the 
center stand before locking the steering. 
Never attempt to move the motorcycle 
when the steering is locked.

The clock has a 12-hour 
display. Follow the procedure below to 
adjust the clock.

e The clock can be adjusted when the igni- 
tion switch is in the “ON” position. 

e This clock is powered by the battery of 
the motorcycle. If your motorcycle is to 
be left unused more than two months, 
remove the battery from the motorcycle. 


GEAR POSITION INDICATOR (7) 

The gear position indicator indicates gear 
position. This indicator displays “O” when the 
transmission is in neutral. 
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FUEL METER “W” 

The fuel meter indicates the amount of fuel 
remaining in the fuel tank. The fuel meter 
displays all 5 segments when the fuel tank is 
full. The mark blinks when the fuel level 
drops below 1.0 L. The mark and segment 
blink when the fuel drops below 0.4 L.

The engine rpm indicator light (9) will light or 
blink when the engine speed reaches a pre- 
set engine rpm. There are three modes;

The odometer display locks at 999999 when 
the total distance exceeds 999999. 


TRIP METERS 

The two trip meters are resettable odome- 
ters. They can register two kinds of dis- 
tances at the same time. For instance, trip 
meter A can register the trip distance and 
trip meter B can register the distance 
between fuel stops. 


To reset a meter to zero, press and hold the 
ADJ button @ for 2 seconds while the dis- 
play indicates the trip meter A or B, you want 
to reset. 


NOTE: When the trip meter exceeds 9999.9, 
the trip meter will return to 0.0 and start 
counting again.

Be sure to turn off the turn signals after 
completing the turn or lane change. 











Moving the switch to the “<=” position will 
flash the left turn signals. Moving the switch 
to the "—" position will flash the right turn 
signals. The indicator light will also flash 
intermittently. To cancel turn signal opera- 
tion, push the switch in.

The chart indicates the intervals between 
periodic services in kilometers and months.

Inspect your brake system for the following 

items daily: 

* Inspect the fluid level in the reservoirs. 

e Inspect the front and rear brake system 
for signs of fluid leakage. 

* Inspect the brake hose for leakage or a 
cracked appearance. 

* Тһе brake lever and pedal should have 
the proper stroke and be firm at all times. 

e Check the wear of the disk brake pads. 


BRAKE HOSE INSPECTION 

Inspect the brake hoses and hose joints for 
cracks, damage or brake fluid leakage. If 
any defects are found, ask your Suzuki 
dealer to replace the brake hose with a new 
one. 
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Check the brake fluid level in both the front 
and rear brake fluid reservoirs. If the level in 
either reservoir is below the lower mark, 
inspect for brake pad wear and leaks. 


A WARNING 


Brake fluid will gradually absorb mois- 
ture through the brake hoses. Brake fluid 
with high water con-tent lowers the boil- 
ing point and can cause brake system 
malfunction due to corrosion of brake 
components. Boiling brake fluid or brake 
system malfunction could result in an 
accident. 








Replace the brake fluid every two years 
to maintain braking performance.

Replace a tire when worn to the speci- 
fied limit, or if you find damage such 
as cuts or cracks. 

Always use the size and type of tires 
specified in this owner’s manual. 

Read this section of the owner’s man- 
ual carefully. 





A WARNING 


Failure to perform break-in of the tires 
could cause tire slip and loss of control, 
which could result in an accident. 


Use extra care when riding on new tires. 
Perform proper break-in of the tires 
referring to the BREAK-IN section of this 
manual and avoid hard acceleration, 
hard cornering, and hard braking for the 
first 160 km. 
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Proper tire pressure and proper tire loading 
are important factors. Overloading your tires 
can lead to tire failure and loss of motorcycle 
control. 


Check tire pressure each day before you 
ride, and adjust tire pressure and be sure 
the pressure is correct for the motorcycle 
load according to the table as follows.

CATALYTIC CONVERTER 

The purpose of the catalytic converter is to 
minimize the amount of harmful pollutants in 
your motorcycle's exhaust. Use of leaded 
fuel in motorcycles equipped with catalytic 
converters is prohibited because lead deac- 
tivates the pollutant-reducing components of 
the catalyst system. 


The converter is designed to last the life of 
the motorcycle under normal usage and 
when unleaded fuel is used. Not special 
maintenance is required on the converter. 
However, it is very important to keep the 
engine properly tuned. Engine misfiring, 
which can result from an improperly tuned 
engine, may cause overheating of the cata- 
lyst. This may result in permanent heat dam- 
age to the catalyst and other motorcycle 
components. 
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А WARNING 


If you park or operate the motorcycle in 
areas where there are combustible mate- 
rials such as dry grass or leaves, these 
materials may come in contact with the 
catalytic converter or other hot exhaust 
components. This can cause a fire. 


Avoid parking or operating your motor- 
cycle in areas with any combustible 
materials. 
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NOTICE 








Improper motorcycle operation can 
cause catalyst or other motorcycle dam- 
age. 


To avoid damage to the catalyst or other 
related components, you should take the 
following precautions: 

* Maintain the engine in the proper oper- 
ating condition. 

In the event of an engine malfunction, 
particularly one involving engine mis- 
fire or other apparent performance 
loss, stop riding the motorcycle and 
turn off the engine and have the 
motorcycle serviced promptly. 

Do not shut off the engine or interrupt 
the ignition when the transmission is 
in gear and the motorcycle is in 
motion. 
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“ Do not try to start the engine by push- 
ing the motorcycle or by coasting 
down a hill. 

“ Do not idle the engine with any spark 
plug wires disconnected or removed, 
such as during diagnostic testing. 

“ Do not idle the motorcycle for pro- 
longed periods if idling seems rough 
or there are other malfunctions. 

“ Do not allow the fuel tank to get near 
the empty level.

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MOTORCYCLE CLEANING 
STORAGE PROCEDURE 


If your motorcycle is to be left unused for an 
extended period of time, it needs special 
servicing requiring appropriate materials, 
equipment and skill. For this reason, Suzuki 
recommends that you trust this maintenance 
work to your Suzuki dealer. If you wish to 
service the machine for storage yourself, fol- 
low the general guidelines below: 


MOTORCYCLE 

Clean the entire motorcycle. Place the 
motorcycle on the center stand on a firm, flat 
surface where it will not fall over. 


FUEL 

1. Fill the fuel tank to the top with fuel 
mixed with the amount of gasoline stabi- 
lizer recommended by the stabilizer 
manufacturer. 

2. Run the engine for a few minutes until 
the stabilized gasoline fills the fuel injec- 
tion system. 


ENGINE 

1. Pour one tablespoon of motor oil into 
each spark plug hole. Reinstall the spark 
plug and crank the engine a few times. 

2. Drain the engine oil thoroughly and refill 
the crankcase with fresh engine oil all 
the way up to the filler hole. 

3. Cover the air cleaner intake and the muf- 
fler outlet with oily rags to prevent humid- 
ity from entering. 


BATTERY 


1. Remove the battery from the motorcycle 
by referring to the BATTERY section. 
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mild soap and remove corrosion from the 
terminals and wiring harness. 

Store the battery in a room above freez- 
ing. 


TIRES 
Inflate tires to the normal pressure. 


EXTERNAL 


Spray all vinyl and rubber parts with rub- 
ber protectant.

It is important to take good care of your 
motorcycle to protect it from corrosion and 
keep it looking new for years to come. 


Important Information About Corrosion 
Common causes of corrosion 


Accumulation of road salt, dirt, moisture, 
or chemicals in hard-to-reach areas. 
Chipping, scratches, and any damage to 
treated or painted metal surfaces result- 
ing from minor accidents or impacts from 
stones and gravel. 


Road salt, sea air, industrial pollution, and 
high humidity will all contribute to corrosion. 
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How to Help Prevent Corrosion 


Wash your motorcycle frequently, at 
least once a month. Keep your motorcy- 
cle as clean and dry as possible. 
Remove foreign material deposits. For- 
eign material such as road salt, chemi- 
cals, road oil or tar, tree sap, bird 
droppings and industrial fall-out тау 
damage your  motorcycle's finish. 
Remove these types of deposits as 
quickly as possible. If these deposits are 
difficult to wash off, an additional cleaner 
may be required. Follow the manufac- 
turer's directions when using these spe- 
cial cleaners. 

Repair finish damage as soon as possi- 
ble. Carefully examine your motorcycle 
for damage to the painted surfaces. 
Should you find any chips or scratches in 
the paint, touch them up immediately to 
prevent corrosion from starting. If the 
chips or scratches have gone through to 
the bare metal, have a Suzuki dealer 
make the repair.

If you often wash your 
motorcycle in the garage or if you fre- 
quently park it inside when wet, your 
garage may be damp. The high humidity 
may cause or accelerate corrosion. A 
wet motorcycle may corrode even in a 
heated garage if the ventilation is poor. 
Cover your motorcycle. Exposure to mid- 
day sun can cause the colors in paint, 
plastic parts, and instrument faces to 
fade. Covering your motorcycle with a 
high-quality, “breathable” motorcycle 
cover can help protect the finish from the 
harmful UV rays in sunlight, and can 
reduce the amount of dust and air pollu- 
tion reaching the surface. Your Suzuki 
dealer can help you select the right 
cover for your motorcycle. 
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MOTORCYCLE CLEANING 

WASHING THE MOTORCYCLE 

When washing the motorcycle, follow the 
instructions below: 


1. 


Remove dirt and mud from the motorcy- 
cle with cool running water. You may use 
a soft sponge or brush. Do not use hard 
materials which can scratch the paint. 
Wash the entire motorcycle with a mild 
detergent or car wash soap using a 
sponge or soft cloth. The sponge or cloth 
should be frequently soaked in the soap 
solution. 


NOTE: Clean the motorcycle with cool water 
immediately after riding on road salt or 
riding along the coast. Be sure to use cool 
water because warm water can hasten cor- 
rosion.

If there is any damage, obtain 
“touch-up” paint and “touch-up” the dam- 
age following the procedure below: 
a.Clean all damaged spots and allow 
them to dry. 
b. Stir the paint and “touch-up” the dam- 
aged spots lightly with a small brush. 
c. Allow the paint to dry completely.

After washing the motorcycle, waxing and 
polishing are recommended to further pro- 
tect and beautify the paint. 

Only use waxes and polishes of good 
quality. 

When using waxes апа polishes, 
observe the precautions specified by the 
manufacturers. 


SPECIAL CARE FOR MATTE FINISH 
PAINT 

Do not use polishing compounds or waxes 
that contain polishing compounds on sur- 
faces which have a matte finish. The use of 
polishing compounds will change the 
appearance of the matte finish. 


Solid type waxes may be difficult to remove 
from surfaces with a matte finish. 


Friction while riding, excessive rubbing or 
polishing of a surface with a matte finish will 
change its appearance.
